What the Board of Equalisation Did Not Do
at Its Last Meeting,

ASSESSMENT OF THE MOTOR COMPANY

Exeuges Glven Why It Was Not Ralsed to
the Same Ratlo as that Pald by
Oither Property Owners—

The Doard of Fqualization hLeld its last
meeting inst evoniug, and the question of
the motor assessmont was never so much #s
breathed of by any of the aldermen. Thia
waa in accordance with the pre-arranged
program, and tho nssessment of the motor
company will stand right where it was put
by the assessor, who has been solling his
dogs to the motor company for 875 aplece,
The nldermen uow claim that they had no
Flght to takeup the question last evening,
for thelnw provides expressiy that the last
meoting shindl be devotad only to the con-
sliteration of cases whorsio the nssessments
have hoen fadsed by the board at some of the
previous meetings  They do not claim, how-
cver, that they woutd have considersd the
matter it the low hoad allowed, and in not
making that cluim their honesty suinds out
in bold rolief

At the time of the mecting of the board at
which Attornoys MeCabo and SpencerSmith
Appenrod before the board and requested it,
nccompanying the reguest with a4 multitude
of vertinent fmots and flipures, to assess the
motor company at the sime ratio is the
other owners of property, the malier wius
altowedl to go over, as the nldermen said, *n
order that the company might haves furthor
opportunity to eome to an agreement with
the two committees anpointed by the oity
conncils of OQmaba and Councll Bluffs with
reference to w Hcent fure,” At that time
thore were only nbout thres meetings of tho
Boatd to be held at which the question of
rilsing the nssessment cottld bo consulered.

Just how much good has been done by all
the antimotor agitation of the past few
months it is hard to tell at present, but the
only nctual result that can be noticed is that
the members of the council have boen
obliged to show thelr respective hands, and
in each hand has been seen reposiug peace-
fully the little favor from the motor com-
[].lll‘\' that has had so powerful an influence
ncondoning the offenses of the company
ngainst the rights of thie publie,

The South Dakota legislnture, profit-
ing by the experience of older states,
passeld a law ut the last session reguire-
ing the state auditor to visit the home
elfices of all insurance compuanies doing
busingss in the state and make a caveful
personal examination of the iinancial
condition and responsibility, [f, in the
opinion of the auditor, they are not safe
companices ho 18 roquired 1o retuse them
permission o do business in the state.
In pursuanee of this duty Hon, Charles
L. Anderson, chief clerk in the office of
the auditor, has been looking into the
condition of Lowa companies and spent a
couple of days in Counecil Bluffs making
a close serutiny into the condition of the
United States Masonic Benevolent asso-
ciation and the CGuaranty Fund Life
company. After the conclusion of his
work Mr. Anderson spoke very freely o
a BEE reporter whom he moet in the
Grand hotel,

*You have two institutions there that
your people may well feel proud of,”
siid he. I don’t think [ ever exam-
ined a company that made a better show-
ing than both of these.  Unlike all other
assessment  organizations they have a
definite, positive  something  behind
them, In principle they are unique.
